That the men who found the 
money, all foreigners, were not 
fully aware of the value of their 
find wag indicated when the fore- 
man of one of the men, who works 
in a steel mill, said that last night 
he found the men wearing two 
$1000 Liberty Bonds for an apron. 

Postal authorities gave the 
names of the three men as John 
Miller. Don Wolf and Mike Begzo, 
»f East Youngstown. They found 
the money, they said, hidden in 
bushes in the city park, Sunday 
morning. They were relaesed. 

B. J. Bentley of the Springboro 
Bank said over the telephone the 
securities found here accounted 
for everything stolen from a small 
cafe, which was blown open at the 
hank two weeks ago. He confirmed 
the postal officials’ estimate that 
the securities were worth approxi- 
mately $500,000.

FUNERAL SERVICES 
MONDAY AFTERNOON 


Known as Helpmeet Who 
Urged Husband On to 
Business Success and 
Highest Office in Land.

MARION, ©., Nov. 21.—Flor- 
ence Kling Harding, widow of 
Warren G. Harding, twenty-ninth 
Chief Executive of the United 
States, died here today. The end 
came at 8:55 a. m., at the White 
Oaks Sanitarium of Dr. Carl W. 
Sawyer, where she had been fight- 
ing for life for the last few weeks, 

The certificate made out by Dr. 


Sawyer gave the cause of death as 


chronic nephritis with myocarditis 
and hydronephrosis as contributing 
causes. She had suffered for years 
from a ktdney ailment, which near- 
ly resulted fatally while she was 
mistress of the White House. 

Clifford B. Kling, Mrs. Harding's 
brothet, George B. Christian Jr., 
who had been sécretary to Mard- 
ing; M?fs. Mary Sawyer, widow of 
Brigadier-Genera] Charles E. Saw- 
yer, and Dr, Carl Sawyer were 
present when the end came. Ar- 
rangement’ for the funeral were 
immediately taken over by her 
brother and Christian. 

The services will be held at 
Epworth Method‘st Episcopal 
Church at 2 o'clock *tonday after- 
noon. The Rev. Jesse Swank, pas- 
tor of the church, and who con- 
ducted the funeral services for 
President Harding, will be in 
charge. He will be assisted by the 
Rev. George M. Landis, pastor of 
Trinity Baptist Church, of which 
Harding was a member. Mre. 
Harding had been a member of 
Epworth Methodist Church since 


Except for a short Interval of 
residence in Washington, Mra. 
Harding has lived at the White 
Oaks farm since the death of Pres- 
ident Harding in August, 1923. Bhe 
went there primarily to be under 
the care of the late Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Charlies E. Sawyer, who had 
been personal physician to her 
husband while he was Chief Ex- 
ecutive, and who had been her 
physician for 20 years. She be- 
came ill shortly after the death of 
Dr. Sawyer early this fall, which, 
it was believed, brought a relapse 
in her condition. 


Body st Niece’s Home, 

Mrs. Harding body will be 
placed in the receiving vault 
in the Marion cemetery alongside 
the body of her husband. The 
body was removed from White 
Oaks Sanitarium early today to the 
home of Mra. Frank J. Longshore, 
a4 niece, in East Church street. 

The military guard of honor at 
the tomb of President Harding will 
perform a double duty. It probably 
will be the first time that a military 
guard has been on duty at the tomb 
of a former President of the Unit- 
ed States and his wife. Four weeks 
ago today Mrs. Harding. accom- 
panied by Mrs. Mary Sawyer, vis- 
ited Lieut. Walter Lee Sherfey, in 
command of the detachment of 
23 men of the Tenth United States 
Infantry, Fort Thomas, Ky., and 
met each member of the detach- 
ment personally and thanked them 
for the personal interest they had 
taken in guarding her husband's 
tomb. At that time Corp T. R. 
Cushing presented to Mrs. Harding 
a picture of the tomb which he had 
painted Today Lieut. Sherfey in a 
statement recailed the keen inter- 
eat Mrs. Harding has taken in 
them, bringing them many gifts 
and good things to eat.

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Senatpr-Elect) Wommack to 
Offer Bill Restricting Change 
of Venue Privileges.

BLOOMFIELD, Mo., Nov. 21.— 
Ability of influential criminals to 
evade for many months, and, in 
some instances, for years, the be-

ea changes of'venue until wit- 
nesses* become scattered and the 
ardor of prosecutors becomes less- 
ered. He proposes that the Legis- 
lature should so change the statutes 
that a defendant will be unable 
to obtain a change of venue un'ess 
there exists a real and actual! preju- 
dice against him sufficient to pre- 
vent him from having a fair trial. 

Used to Get Delays. 

“The present change of venue 
law rarely is taken advantage of 
to obtain a fair trial for a  de- 
fendant,’”’ Wammack said. “In- 
stead it is seized upon by attorneys 
to delay trials until acquittals or 
hung juries virtually are assured.

| change of venue from the county 'n 
‘which the crime was committed 
upon the filing of a few affidavits. 
which any defendant can obtain 
among his friends, that the accused 
cannot have a fair trial in the coun- 
ty. The case then goes to another 
county in the same circuit, which 
postpones the trial several months, 
or until another term of court. 
“When the case is then called, 


davits, as easily obtained, that the 
defendant cannot have a fair trial 
before the Judge, forces him to cal] 
in another Judge. Other Judges 
usually are engaged, and such a 
procedure usually means that the 
case must go over until another 
term of court until a Judge can jie 
found to try it. 

“By that time witnesses have 
scattered, and it is difficult for the 
Prosecuting Attorney to present the 
full facts. Sometimes the Prose- 
cutor has become more interested 
in other matters and does not give 
the attention to the case that he 
would have given when it was fresh 
In his mind.

Would Change Bank Law. 

“I expect also to offer in the 
Legislature a strong criminal sec- 
tion for the banking laws which 
would help in stopping some bank 
failures. Under the present law the 
amount an officer or director may 
borrow from a bank is limited, but 
there is no adequate provision for 
punishment of the bank official 
who permits them to borrow in ex- 
cess of that amount, or no penalty 
for the official who does the bor- 
rowing. 

“The State Finance Commission- 
er can close a bank which is im- 
paired by overborrowing officials, 
but that is about all. 

“Quite often the cashiers of small 
banks are young fellows who are 
completely under the domination of 
leading directors. These young fel- 
lows do not feel they can stand out 
against the wishes of the directors 
and, consequently, excess loans are 
frequent. If the cashier knew he 
faced the penitentiary if he con- 
sented to such loans, he more often 
would refuse them. 

‘The Missouri laws are all framed 
for the benefit of the defendant, 
and one result of that is the era of 
lawlessness. It is time society as- 
serted itself and demanded some 
protection. I believe correction of 
the faults of the change of venue 
law will help considerably: While 
the State ehould have the same 
right to a change of venue that a 
defendant has, that is impossible 
under our present Constitution, and 
really is not a matter of @ery great 
importance. There are compara- 
tively few instances in which there 
is a loca] prejudice against prose- 
cutions undertaken by the _ State, 
and not often does the fact that a 
case is tried in the county where 
the crime is committed operate 
against the State.”

The future of the negro citia@n 
in the United States was pictured 
by speakers at a post-election jol- 
ification meeting at Argus Hall, 
2312 Market street, last night, in 
celebration of Republican victories 
In city, State and nation. 

St. Louis has a negro Repre- 
sentative in the Missouri Legisia- 
ture and has representation on Re- 
publican City and State Executive 
Committees. The orators of the 
evening glimpsed higher offices in 
the offing—membership in Con- 
gress and executive positions in “he | 
State and Treasury departments. | 
One declared for a negro on the | 
United States Supreme Court benca. 

Moore Outlines Program. 

Walthall M. Moore, who served 
in the Legislature from 1920 to 
1922 and is returning there in Jan- 
uary, pledged himself to impress 
upon the Governor and white mem- 
bers of the Legislature the neces- 
sity of the following program:

in a sum not less than $600,000 

for the next biennial period. It 

is asserted the institution is now 

a university in name only, and 

should be made one in fact. 

Enactment of legislation ‘to 
give adequate educational facili- 
ties to all children of the State, 
to the end that 2000 negro chil- 
dren of school age now wholly 
without school facilities shall be 
able to attend school. 

Erection and maintenance at 
the expense of the State of homes 
for tubercular and feeble-minded 
negroes. 

Establishment of a separate 
institution for delinquent negro 
boys. 

Moore said Missouri negroes, 
constituting a considerable portion 
of Republican forces, are entitled 
to more public offices than they | 
now have. At present, he sald, 
only two negroes are holding cler- 
ical positions in the State admin- 
istration. Moore hopes to be ap- 
pointed to the Committee on Ap- 
propriations, and to be in a posi- 
tion to obtain more positions for 
negroes, including the women. 


Tells of Moore’s Record, 

George L. Vaughn, who presid- 
ed, said of Moore: “That negro 
went to the Legislature in 1920 
and got more benefits for his peo- 
ple in one session than were ob- 
tained in 25 years by all previous 
representatives.,”’ 

Moore remarked that he was 
elected by “a tremendous majority 
—so large, in fact, that there was 
no possibility of my being counted 
out.”’ 

Justice of the Peace Crittenden 
E. Clark, a negro, who has been a 
Justice for exactly two years to- 
day, told of his experiences, say- 
ing: 

“It has been said a negro Judge 
couldn’t give justice in cases in- 
volving black and white men. So 
far as I’m concerned, I don’t see 
color. I see right... I hope white 
Judges don’t see color.” 

Justice Clark referred to the re- 
cent election of a negro to the 
Municipal Court bench in Chi- 
cago, and to election of negroes to 
judgeships in Gary, Ind., and Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., and continued: 

“We're not satisfied; we never 
will be. The Jews, with much 
smaller population, were never gat- 
isfied. They got a Judge on the 
New York bench and they kept 
right on and now have Justice 
Brandeis on the Supreme Court. 
Some day there will be a negro on 
the Supreme Court.” 

Other speakers were Homer G. 
Phillips, an attorney who was a na- 
tional field representative of the, 
Republican party during the last | 
campaign; Ernest Patillo, member 
of the Republican State Commit- 
tee, and Mrs. E. Slaughter Gamble. 
Republican City Committeewoman. 
Mrs. Ione Penrose, Republican 
State Committeewoman, and Mrs. 
George Gallien, Mrs. Carrie Till- 
man and Mrs, Florence Davis, Re- 
publican City -‘Committeewomen, 
were introduced. '

The fire hurdle event will be 
preceded by regular cavalry drills, 
exhibitions of Russian Cossack rid- 
ing, with the’ riders standing in 
their short stirrups, and Roman 
riding, with the cavalrymen stand- 
ing on the backs of two horses and 
astride a center horse. 

Another stunt will be the leaping 
of the human hurdle, a maneuver 
in which men of the troop form 
the obstacle over which the horses | 
jump, and an exhibition of pyramid | 
riding is also designéd to tax the/| 
skill of the army’s best perform. | 
ers.
